NGC's vice president and top world coin finalizer, Ken Krah, has decided to 
postpone his retirement and continue working with NGC. 

Numismatic Guaranty Corporation® (NGC®) is pleased to announce that Ken 
Krah, NGC vice president and finalizer, has decided to postpone retirement and 
extend his employment with NGC. Krah has been with NGC since 1989. 

Atop expert on world coin authentication and grading, Krah became a 
professional numismatist in 1979. He joined NGC a decade later as a grading 
finalizer for vintage US coins, a field where he is also highly respected. 

Krah would later spearhead the launch of NGC’s world coin certification program, 
which made NGC the first third-party coin grading service to certify coins from all 
countries. In his current capacity, Krah continues to provide direction and 
instruction to NGC’s expanding team of vintage world coin graders. 

After more than 36 years as a professional numismatist, Krah had contemplated 
retirement. He ultimately decided, however, that he was not ready to leave at a 
time when NGC continues to see significant growth in demand for its expert 
services from world coin collectors and dealers. 

“The world coin market is at a very interesting point in its growth and participating 
in that with NGC seems like an important opportunity,” says Krah. “Although 
retirement certainly has its perks, I realized that I was not quite ready to leave my 
passion for coins behind.” 

Mark Salzberg, chairman of NGC, was thrilled with Krah’s decision. “Ken’s world- 
renowned expertise is a major reason why NGC-certified world coins are 
preferred by collectors and dealers,” says Salzberg. “He has built an incredible 



legacy at NGC over the last 26 years. We could not be happier that he has 
decided to stay and continue to impart his knowledge on the next generation of 
NGC graders.”

2015-W American Liberty High 
Relief $100

This eagerly anticipated coin features a High Relief Eagle design originally 
proposed for the American Siiver Eagie. **NGC has graded several Proof like 
2015-W American Liberty High Relief $100 coins. These coins are 
automatically eligible for NGC’s Prooflike (PL) designation as part of the 
normal grading process. No special fee is required.** 

The US Mint has announced that the eagerly anticipated 2015-W American 
Liberty High Relief $100 will go on sale July 30. The coin, which features a 
rendition of Liberty on the obverse and an eagle design originally proposed for the 
popular American Silver Eagle coin on the reverse, will have a maximum mintage 
of 50,000 pieces. 

Struck from one ounce of .9999 fine gold, this is the first $100 gold coin ever 
issued by the United States. A high relief silver medal with the same design will be 
released later this year.

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NGC Grades Double Struck 
Proof 2008 Mandela 5 Rand 

Posted on 7/14/2015 


NGC graders spotted a rare double struck mint error on a modern South African 
coin. 


NGC regularly receives both Uncirculated and Proof Mandela 5 Rand coins for 
grading. In fact, NGC has graded more than 210,000 Uncirculated 2008 Mandela 
5 Rand coins and more than 1,000 Proof 2008 Mandela 5 Rand coins. Recently 
we encountered the most dramatic pair of errors that we have seen out of all 
those examples that we have graded. 

Each of these Proof 2008 5 Rand coins were double struck in the dollar and both 
show clear evidence of the earlier strike. The doubling is most dramatic on the 
obverse of the coins. Images of the stronger of the two, which exhibits the most 
rotation between strikes, are shown below. 

Double struck in collar mint errors are quite rare, particularly on modern pieces. 
This submission shows that even the most frequently seen coins can sometimes 
display unique and exciting characteristics.

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NGC Ancients: The Second 
Punic War

Coins are the most abundant relics of the Second Punic War. 

One of the most interesting, and most challenging themes in the world of ancient 
coins is the Second Punic War, a monumental conflict in which Romans and 
Carthaginians battled each other for nearly two decades. At stake was supremacy 
over the Western Mediterranean. After its hard-won victory over Carthage in 201 
B.C., the Romans had established beyond question their regional authority. 



The war was so financially demanding that the Romans struck gold coins for the 
first time in their long history. Shown above is a gold 60-asses piece portraying 
the Roman war god Mars and an eagle standing on a thunderbolt, emblematic of 
the supreme Roman god Jupiter. 

Some of the most sought-after items of this war are Carthaginian silver coins 
struck for use in Sicily. Shown below is an example of that coinage, a half-shekel 
of c.213-211 B.C., portraying on its obverse the head of the Punic god Melkart 
and on its reverse a rushing elephant. The latter presumably is a reflection of the 
elephants that the Carthaginian general Hannibal brought with him for use in 
battle against the Romans. Many scholars have speculated whether or not the 
head of Melkart might bear the facial features of Hannibal.

The Second Punic War formally began when the Carthaginian general Hannibal 
and his army crossed the Alps in November of 218 B.C. and descended into 
Northern Italy. Though this war began in the North, it was fought principally in the 
southern part of the Italian peninsula. Battles raged on Italian soil for nearly fifteen 
years until Hannibal and what remained of his army sailed for North Africa in the 
summer or fall of 203 B.C. 

Carthaginian coinages for this war were issued in debased gold (electrum), silver, 
debased silver (billon) and copper. They were struck in a wide variety of locations 
including North Africa, Spain, South Italy, Sicily and Sardinia. Shown below is a 
typical example of what would have been a low-value coin issued by the 
Carthaginians in the early stages of the war. It shows the goddess Tanit and a 
horse standing beside a palm tree. 



Also of great interest and variety are the ‘local coins’ of the cities in South Italy. 
Every city in the region had to choose sides between Rome and Carthage. This 
was perilous and almost always had serious consequences. Sometimes cities 
switched hands more than twice due to shifting loyalties and the fortunes of war. 
Shown below is a copper coin of Brundisium, a city that remained loyal to Rome 
throughout the war. Struck in about 215 B.C., it shows the sea-god Neptune and a 
youth riding a dolphin. 



Roman coinage underwent great change during the war. In addition to having 
issued its first gold coins, the Romans greatly increased - and constantly modified 
- their output silver and bronze coins. The principal silver coin of the early years 
of the war the ‘quadrigatus’ didrachm, which paired a janiform head, perhaps of 
the Dioscuri, with a quadriga (a four-horse chariot) bearing the figures of Jupiter 
and Victory. Shown below is an example of particularly fine style and nice toning. 



Seemingly in 212 or 211 B.C. the ‘quadrigatus’ was replaced with a new, lighter 
coin called the denarius. This innovative coin would stand the test of time as the 
main Roman silver coin of the next 450 years. The earliest denarii (an example 
below) show on their obverse the helmeted head of the goddess Roma and on 
their reverse the Dioscuri couching lances as they ride their horses. 



Roman bronze also underwent much change in the war years. Weight was 
reduced drastically, and rather than being produced only at Rome bronzes were 
issued at a number of mints. Perhaps even more importantly, by the time the war 
was over the traditional process of casting bronzes had been abandoned in favor 
of striking with dies. One struck Roman bronze of the war is the ‘As’ shown below, 
issued soon after 211 B.C. It shows the double-faced head of Janus and the prow 
of a war galley. 





After Hannibal’s army sailed from Italy late in 203 B.C., the focus of the war 
shifted to North Africa. The Romans followed, landing armies and devoting 
themselves to defeating Hannibal and the government in Carthage. In a series of 
engagements, culminating in the Battle of Zama in 202, the Roman general Scipio 
Africanus defeated Hannibal and his other commanders. Peace terms were 
negotiated in 201, after which the war officially came to a close. 



Shown above is a silver denarius bearing a portrait that many consider to be that 
of the victorious Scipio Africanus. It was struck c. 112-111 B.C., about 90 years 
after Scipio’s victory over Hannibal and the subsequent peace negotiations with 
Carthage. The reverse shows the Capitoline Triad, being the Roman divinities 
Jupiter, Juno and Minerva.

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Counterfeit Detection: 1915 -S 
Panama-Pacific Half Dollar

Tool marks, soft design details and dull surfaces help NGC graders identify a 
counterfeit 1915-S Panama-Pacific Half Dollar. 

This year marks the 100th anniversary of the Panama-Pacific Exposition, which 
was held in San Francisco in 1915 to celebrate the opening of the Panama Canal 
a year earlier. To mark the occasion, and to help raise money for it. Congress 
authorized several commemorative coins. Struck by the San Francisco Mint, 
these commemoratives—often called “Pan-Pacs”—included a silver half dollar, a 
gold dollar, a gold quarter eagle, a round gold $50 and an octagonal gold $50. 

Although the Panama-Pacific Exposition commemoratives were underappreciated 
when they were first issued, they are highly desired by today’s collectors who 
appreciate these coins for their history, symbolism, artistry and more. These coins 
also boast many “firsts:” the first quarter eagle in the commemorative series, the 
first $50 coins issued, the first octagonal coins struck by the US Mint and the first 
commemorative coins to feature the “IN GOD WE TRUST” motto. 

The popularity of these coins unfortunately makes them an occasional target of 
counterfeiters. For example, NGC graders identified this spurious 1915-S 
Panama-Pacific Half Dollar.

The 1915-S Pan-Pac Half Dollar had a mintage limit of 200,000 coins but only 
60,030 pieces were struck and of these just 27,134 coins were sold with the 
remainder melted. While this distribution is fairly typical for half dollars in the 
Classic Commemorative (1892-1954) series, it is remarkably low when one 
considers the significantly greater demand that exists for Panama-Pacific 
commemoratives compared to others. 

The vast majority of Pan-Pac half dollars are seen in Mint State grades and 
unaltered specimens feature captivating satin luster. As a result, this piece 
immediately stood out because of its dull surfaces. In addition, the eye is quickly 
drawn to the letters CIFIC in PACIFIC, where numerous lumps are seen. These 
are a key diagnostic of many forgeries. 

A more thorough inspection reveals areas of tool marks—evidence of the 
counterfeit’s attempts to touch up the design. Prominent tool marks can be seen 
at the rim above the P in PANAMA and at the top of the O in DOLLAR on the 
reverse. The latter tool marks are particularly telling. Other tool marks can be 
seen elsewhere on both sides.

Tool marks are never a good sign; they are either an indication that a genuine coin 
has been altered or that the piece is a counterfeit. In this case, the combination of 
tool marks with raised lumps, soft design details and dull surfaces condemn this 
coin as a forgery.

By the late 1970s, I’d largely lost Interest In current coins of the US Mint, yet I 
continued to buy the annual Proof Sets and Uncirculated Sets. 

The latter were not offered during 1982-83, so I 
acquired my coins of those years by buying the 
Philadelphia and Denver Souvenir Sets. These were 
sold, along with other Mint products, at the Old San 
Francisco Mint Museum. Just a few blocks from my 
office, it was an easy walk during lunchtime, and I 
made the most of it by cherrypicking the best sets. 

Since the quality of our coins reached their absolute 
nadir around that time, the Philadelphia Mint issues 
being especially awful, this was not an easy task. It was 
mostly the half dollar that determined the value of the 
set, so I’d make my selection on the basis of its quality alone. 

The quantities of circulating half dollars coined each year varied wildly during the 
1980s. This was a tacit acknowledgement that the half dollar was no longer 
required for general circulation. Indeed, it was coined almost exclusively for use in 
gambling casinos. When these operations switched to tokens in the mid 1980s, 
mintages declined drastically, and the 1987-P and 1987-D halves were struck 
solely for inclusion in the US Mint’s Uncirculated Set of that year. Unlike in 1970, 
when this development was a surprise bonus for those who routinely ordered the 
sets, in 1987 the Mint announced in advance that there would be no halves 
produced for circulation. The inevitable result was a huge boost in the sales of 
these sets. 










1988 brought a new reverse hub for the Kennedy half dollar. The relief was 
lowered quite drastically, and this finally put an end to the characteristic weakness 
at the bottom of the shield seen on nearly all circulating halves made sine 1971. 
Other features struck up more clearly, as well, though the reverse never again had 
much sculptural quality. 1991 saw similar changes made to the obverse hub, 

JFK’s cheek being hollowed out a bit and his hair sharpened. This was ironic in 
that the president’s widow had requested in 1963 that sculptor Gilroy Roberts 
reduce the hair detail, but this fact evidently had been forgotten after nearly 30 
years. 

The portrait was redone again in 1995, this time making it smaller overall. The hair 
was again incised more deeply, and the date and lettering were reduced in both 
size and thickness. All of these changes were done to produce dies which lasted 
longer and resulted in complete strikes, but they also robbed the coin of the bold 
sculptural quality possessed by the original issue. The US Mint addressed this 
loss of artistry in its 50th Anniversary commemorative issues by returning to the 
Gilroy Roberts portrait of 1964. 

Through all of these changes I continued to purchase the US Mint’s annual Proof 
Sets and Uncirculated Sets until 1999, when the addition of so many coins for the 
50 States Quarter program raised the prices significantly. I’d been just going 
through the motions by buying modern coins for the past several years, and I 
decided to pull the plug on this activity. Thus, my latest Kennedy half dollars are 
dated 1998, though I still have the chance to view more recent ones as they come 
into NGC for certification. 

What I haven’t seen for a very long time is one of these coins actually circulating. 
For some years I would buy halves from my bank for the fun of making purchases 
with them, and a few silver or silver-clad coins would turn up from time to time 
within the rolls I bought. (It seems that many people dropped the half dollars 
which came their way into jars as an informal savings plan, and this has been 
going on so long that these hoards, when finally cashed out, will often include 
silver pieces). Alas, even rarer today than circulating half dollars are my visits to a 
bank lobby, as nearly every banking activity is done with an ATM or through online 
payments. 

I get a bit depressed when I reflect on how the mighty half dollar now serves no 
purpose other than to provide material for collectors. This was a meaningful coin 
to me as a child. It was typically the most valuable piece of currency I would hold, 
and it opened up so many possibilities for enjoyment when finally spent. By the 
age often I was collecting half dollars from circulation, and within two years I’d 
begun buying them to complete my folders. Saturday visits to the coin and stamp 



departments at F. W. Woolworth and The Emporium in San Francisco gave way to 
trips of ever greater distance, once I discovered actual coin shops that seemed to 
have every date and mint of every coin ever made. The half dollar has always 
been my favorite United States coin denomination, and I’ve collected every series 
within it by date and mint at some point. No longer a component of our commerce, 
it remains to be seen how many more years it will be struck.

Indian Head Cent

Though it is popuiariy known as the indian Head Cent, this type actuaiiy features 
a youthfui Caucasian woman. 

It is, in fact, the same profile of Liberty which Chief Engraver James B. Longacre 
used repeatedly on new issues of the federal coinage during the 1840s, 50s and 
60s. 



In 1878, the US Treasury was working off a redundancy of cents and other minor 
coins. This held the production of additional pieces in check, with the result that 
fewer than six million cents were struck that year. A semi-key date, the 1878 
Indian Head Cent is especially desirable in mint state. This superb gem is among 
the finest available. As sharply struck as many proofs, this amazing cent is 
distinguished by a massive cud die break at 3 oclock on its reverse. Bright, semi¬ 
prooflike surfaces are combined with attractive, mottled toning of russet and 
lavender.

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Chinese Pandas: They’re So 
Cute!

1983 is considered the key date in the 1/20-ounce "Baby” Panda series. 

As I stood and watched three Panda cubs play and tussle and vie with one 
another to climb a tree, the young woman next to me squealed over and over 
again, "They're so cute! They're so cute!" I think that sums up the basic appeal of 
both the Panda animals and the coins; they're so cute! 

When it comes to Panda coins there are none cuter than the little 1/20 oz. gold 
Pandas. Many people even refer to them as baby Pandas. Like real Pandas, the 
1/20 oz. coins had an interesting birth story. 

When Panda coins were first released by the China Mint in 1982 there were four 
sizes: one, half, quarter and tenth ounce. There wasn't any plan to strike a coin 
smaller than 1/10 oz. Other mints, though, like the South African Mint and the 
Mexican Mint, did produce 1/20 oz. gold coins. The companies that distributed 
and sold the Panda coins felt that they needed a smaller Panda to compete, 
especially with Mexico's two peso coin. 

In early 1983 there was a meeting in Japan between the distributors and the 
China Mint. Louis Vizgor of Manfra, Tordella and Brookes, a New York-based 
Panda distributor, proposed the idea of the smaller Panda. The China Mint 
accepted this idea. Some months later the first 1983 1/20 oz. 5 Yuan gold Pandas 
appeared. 

They hit the market during a wave of popularity for China and Pandas. The 1984 
Summer Olympics were held in Los Angeles. The Soviet Union and most of its 
Eastern European allies boycotted these games. The People's Republic of China, 
however, sent its first-ever Olympic team to the games. This move was a gold 
medal winner with the American public. For the Olympics, China also lent a pair of 



Pandas to the Los Angeles Zoo. Hundreds of thousands of visitors to Los Angeles 
went to see them. No doubt many exclaimed, "They're so cute!" 

The mintage of 1983 5 Yuan Pandas is about 75,000. With this many struck you 
might expect it to be a common coin, but it isn't. For one thing, few people 
collected and saved the tiny Panda. Collectors favored the 1/10 size with its 
larger, easier to see design. Moreover a date set of 5 Yuan coins would always be 
short one coin compared to the other denominations. So not many 1983 5 Yuan 
Pandas were saved in mint state by collectors. 

The new "baby" Pandas were in demand, though. They found a home in the 
jewelry industry. Within a few years as many as 10,000 1/20 oz. coins per month 
were used in rings, bracelets, earrings and more by a television cable channel. 

Because collector demand was not high for 5 Yuan coins, the price of the 
surviving mint state coins did not increase much for many years. As late as 2010 
they were still for sale for only a modest premium over much more common dates 
like the 1985. By 2010 the word of their true scarcity was out and the price 
soared. Today, the 1983 is considered the key date in the 1/20 oz. Panda series. 

It has to be mentioned that a complete date set of 1/20 oz. Pandas will forever run 
from 1983-2015. 2015 is the end of the line for the 1/20 oz. gold Pandas. In 2016 
this size will be replaced by a new metric weight coin. Of course, when people see 
the new Panda coins their reaction will surely be, “They’re so cute!”

Finishing out the eclectic bunch are 
several interesting Carson City and New Orleans gold coins and a wonderful, 
near-gem Hawaii Dollar. 

The unusual nature of the offering is due in part to its origins. Although individual 
provenance is not known for each item, the coins and currency are a 
combination of the family's multi-generation holdings beginning with James 
Gamble (1803-1891), co-founder of Procter & Gamble. Louis Nippert (1903- 
1992), Gamble’s great-grandson, his wife Louise Dieterle Nippert (1911-2012), 
and her father, George Dieterle (1883-1968), all contributed items which form the 
collection now being dispersed. 

Of course, Louis and Louise Nippert are not known as coin collectors. Rather 
they are known as great philanthropists, having supported a variety of causes 
and organizations in their native Cincinnati. Louise Nippert, who performed as a 
soloist with the Cincinnati Symphony Orchestra, made headlines in 2009 when 
she donated $85 million to the performing arts in Cincinnati. Proceeds from the 
sale of their coins will benefit the Greenacres Foundation, a farm and education 
center they founded in Cincinnati. The Nipperts were also co-owners of the 
Cincinnati Reds from 1966 until Louise's death in 2012, her 46-year tenure 
making her the longest serving owner in MLB history.
